Indiana, Utah victories 
for same-sex nuptials

A U.S. appeals court ruled Wednesday that 
conservative Utah may not ban gay couples 
from marrying, a decision that capped a day of 
victories for same-sex nuptials and nudges the 
issue closer to the U.S. Supreme Court. 

The ruling by a panel of the U.S. Court of 
Appeals for the Denver-based ioth Circuit 
marked the first time that a regional appeals 
court has made such a decision in the year 
since the Supreme Court ordered the federal 
government to extend benefits to legally mar- 
ried same-sex couples. 

The decision came as a federal district judge 
in Indiana joined a growing chorus of jurists 
who have struck down state gay marriage bans 
as unconstitutional in rulings that could sub- 
stantially expand U.S. gay marriage rights if 
upheld. 

‘A state may not deny the issuance of a mar- 
riage license to two persons, or refuse to recog- 


nize their marriage, based solely upon the sex 
of the persons in the marriage union,” the ioth 
Circuit said in its 2-1 ruling on Utah. 

But the panel placed its ruling on hold pend- 
ing anticipated legal challenges. Utah Gov 
Gary Herbert, a Republican, said he was dis- 
appointed in the ruling, and the state attorney 
general’s office said it would appeal to the U.S. 
Supreme Court. 

‘All Utahns deserve clarity and finality ... and 
that wih only come from the Supreme Court,” 
Herbert said in a statement. 

Supporters of gay marriage in Utah, where 
the Mormon church wields big political and 
social influence, planned a celebratory rally 
Wednesday night in Salt Lake City 

Utah briefly became the 18th U.S. state to al- 
low gay marriage when a federal district judge 
ruled in December that a state ban on gay mat- 
rimony was unconstitutional. 

That decision was ultimately put on hold by 
the U.S. Supreme Court pending appeals but 
not before more than 1,300 gay and lesbian 
couples married. Their status remains in limbo. 


Utah lawmakers who oppose gay marriage 
had argued that a state constitutional amend- 
ment banning such unions was approved by 
voters and that same-sex unions were new 
enough that evidence about their impact on 
families might not fully be known. 

But the court said the state could not re- 
strict the right to marry or its recognition of 
marriage, “based on compliance with any set of 
parenting roles, or even parenting quality” 

“We cannot embrace the contention that 
children raised by opposite-sex parents fare 
better than children raised by same-sex 
parents,” it said, adding the right to marry 
should not be linked to issues surrounding 
procreation. 

Responding to Utah’s argument that same- 
sex marriage was too new to be rooted in tradi- 
tion, the panel cited a 1967 Supreme Court rul- 
ing that invalidated laws prohibiting interracial 
marriage. “The right at issue was the ‘freedom 
of choice to marry’ ” the appeals court said, not 
tradition. Separately, a U.S. district judge in In- 
dianapolis said Indiana’s gay marriage ban was 


unconstitutional and ordered officials to start 
issuing marriage licenses. 

In Marion County, home to Indianapolis, 
a spokeswoman for the clerk’s office said the 
first same-sex couple arrived moments after 
the decision, and about 50 marriage licenses 
had been issued by midafternoon. 

Hundreds of people still were waiting in 
line in Marion County and other counties also 
were issuing licenses to gay couples. Indiana’s 
attorney general swiftly asked for a stay of the 
ruling by U.S. District Judge Richard Young, 
pending appeal.

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New laws will allow 
limited firearm sales 
within city, but some 
remain skeptical

In Dallas, where Kevin Laude grew up, it was 
common for his friends and neighbors to own 
guns. Some even kept ammunition in the 
trunks of their cars for an impromptu trip to 
the shooting range. 

But when Laude, 36, of West Town, moved 
to Chicago in 2012, he said he noticed that 
Chicagoans associate guns with violent crime, 
not licensed gun owners, like him. He owns a 


9 -millimeter handgun and a 12-gauge shotgun. 

“There’s a lot of fear of the unknown here,” 
he said. “Some people I think see it as exotic, 
or that somehow it’s dangerous.” 

For decades, Chicago has outlawed the sale 
of firearms within city limits. Earlier this year, 
however, a federal court ruled that Chicago’s 
ban on firearm sales was unconstitutional and 
that the city needed to reverse the ban. Under 
a looming July 14 deadline, the City Council 
approved a strict set of regulations Wednes- 
day that would limit where and how potential 
gun stores could operate in the city 

The new rules, which include a provision 
that gun retailers can’t open shop within 500 
feet of a school or park, mean that only .5 per- 


cent of Chicago’s total geographic area would 
have the proper commercial zoning for a gun 
store, according to city officials. 

Janey Rountree, the city’s deputy chief of 
staff for public safety, said city officials went 
tough on zoning regulations to combat the 
city’s illegal gun trafficking problem. Police 
recover approximately 7,000 illegal guns per 
year on average— 20 percent of which come 
from just a few stores. That’s a significant 
number, Rountree said. 

“The vast majority of gun stores do not 
contribute to the illegal gun market,” she said. 
“That’s why it’s important to have a licensing 
law The federal law in this area is relatively 
weak on its own.” 


Critics of the city’s ordinance say it is an- 
other attempt to continue the ban on gun 
sales without addressing the city’s underlying 
crime woes. Richard Pearson, executive di- 
rector of the Illinois State Rifle Association, 
said he doubts that a gun store could flourish 
under the strict conditions. He also expects a 
federal court to deem the regulations uncon- 
stitutional if the issue goes to court. 

Chicago’s zoning restrictions would be 
among the strictest of any city in the U.S., 
but they’re not necessarily unreasonable, said 
Daniel Webster, a professor and the director 
of the Johns Hopkins Center for Gun Policy 
and Research.

Rare white-cheeked gibbon 
born at Brookfield Zoo

It’s easy for visitors to miss Brookfield Zoo’s 
newest addition: a newborn white-cheeked 
gibbon, clinging to his mother’s blonde fur. 

He was born June 9 and joins a small fam- 
ily of gibbons at the zoo’s Tropic World: his 
mother Indah, his father Benny and his two 
older brothers, Thani and Chong. 

The infant, yet to be named, is one of 
88 white-cheeked gibbons living in 27 North 
American zoos, according to Jay Petersen, 
curator of primates and carnivores at the zoo. 

White-cheeked gibbons are critically en- 
dangered in Vietnam and the Lao People’s 
Democratic Republic, and presumed extinct 
in their native China where they haven’t been 
seen since the 1980s, Petersen said. 

The species’ population is said to have de- 
clined by up to 80 percent in the past 45 years, 
primarily because of hunting and clearing of 
forests, according to the International Union 
for Conservation of Nature. 


The infant will remain in close contact 
with Indah, firmly gripped to her fur, for the 
next few months until he gets old enough to 
begin exploring the zoo’s habitat on his own, 
Petersen said. 

“This youngster has a pretty strong, good 
grip,” he said.” You’ll see the mother moving 
through the trees and the infant will hold on 
to the fur the whole time.” 

The newborn will keep his blonde fur un- 
til he’s six months old, where it will begin to 
darken into a dusky color. By the time he’s a 
year old, the gibbon will sport a black coat like 
his father and brothers, which he will retain 
for life. 

Visitors can see the baby in the Asia ex- 
hibit each day between 10 a.m. and 1 p.m. As 
he grows older, the visiting hours will be ex- 
tended to 3 p.m. 

“The zoo’s real excited,” Petersen said. 
“We’re all happy to have another infant on 
board.”

Supreme Court rules 
against Aereo service

Broadcast and cable TV are not dead yet. 

In a decision that could crimp consumers’ 
hopes to cut the cord from their cable op- 
erators, the U.S. Supreme Court said Aereo, 
a video streaming service backed by media 
mogul Barry Diller, violated copyright law by 
using tiny antennas to broadcast TV content 
online to paying subscribers. 

Wednesday’s 6-3 decision, written by Jus- 
tice Stephen Breyer, is a victory for tradition- 
al broadcasters such as CBS, NBC, ABC and 
Fox. 

Aereo’s loss takes away a key product for 
consumers looking to eliminate their cable or 
satellite-TV bills. Aereo provided live content 
only available on broadcast networks, partic- 
ularly sports such as National Football League 
games. People looking to cut the cord could 
have cobbled together a collection of services 
Netflix, Hulu, Amazon’s Prime service and 
Aereo that mimics most of what pay-TV com- 
panies offer at a lower cost. 

“Now you don’t have the Aereo piece of the 
equation, and that hampers the ability of a 
consumer to put together their own cheaper 
package,” said Vijay Jayant, an analyst at ISI 
Group in New York. 

It also may make it harder for Internet ri- 
vals to provide alternative, a la carte program- 
ming at cut-rate prices, and casts Aereo’s own 
future into doubt. 

‘As convenient and as fun as it is for the 
consumer, an adverse decision would have 
completely changed the business model of 
Hollywood and of movies and TV,” said Roger 


Entner, a telecommunications analyst at Re- 
con Analytics LLC in Boston. 

The decision also may raise concern for 
other technologies, such as cloud computing, 
that innovation would be stifled by making 
it too easy to deem use of certain content as 
theft. The Supreme Court majority played 
down that issue, saying it would wait for a case 
that specifically addressed such technologies. 

Started in 2012, and backed by Diller’s IAC/ 
InterActiveCorp, Aereo typically costs about 
$8 to S12 a month, and lets users stream live 
broadcasts on mobile devices. Aereo does not 
pay the broadcasters. 

Writing for the majority, Breyer said Aereo 
is “not simply an equipment provider,” but 
rather bears an “overwhelming likeness” to 
cable TV companies whose ability to retrans- 
mit broadcasts was limited under a 1976 copy- 
right law 

Any differences, he said, “concern not the 
nature of the service that Aereo provides so 
much as the technological manner in which 
it provides the service,” which he said con- 
stituted a public performance of copyrighted 
content. 

Chet Kanojia, Aereo’s chief executive, called 
the decision “a massive setback” for Ameri- 
can consumers, but stopped short of saying it 
means the end of the service. 

“Free-to-air broadcast television should not 
be available only to those who can afford to pay 
for the cable or satellite bundle,” he said in a 
statement. “We are disappointed in the out- 
come, but our work is not done.”

The ruling could hamper law enforcement 
when there is a need to gather information 
from a cellphone immediately because of 
an ongoing criminal enterprise, said Robert 
Mintz, a former federal prosecutor.

A Reuters/Ipsos opinion poll found 
60.7 percent of people surveyed said police 
should not be allowed to search cellphones 
without a warrant. 


Waste fossils offer 
scientific insight 

Don’t laugh, but the discovery of the oldest 
known human poop is offering valuable scien- 
tific insight into the life of Neanderthals who 
lived in Spain some 50,000 years ago. 

Scientists said Wednesday they found five 
samples of human fecal matter at an archeo- 
logical site called El Salt, in the floor of a rock 
shelter where Neanderthals once lived. 

Analysis of the samples provided a new 
understanding of the diet of this extinct hu- 
man species, offering the first evidence that 
Neanderthals were omnivores who also ate 
vegetables as part of their meat-heavy diet, 
scientists said. 

“So far, it is the only fossil evidence that gives 
us information of the ingestion and the regular 
meals of our ancestors,” said Ainara Sistiaga, a 
geoarchaeologist at the Massachusetts Insti- 
tute of Technology and the University of La 
Laguna who was one of the researchers. 

“Understanding the diet of past human spe- 
cies closely related to our own will help us gain 
perspective on our evolutionary constraints 
and adaptability” Sistiaga added.

All rose is bright pink 

Depending on the types of 
grape used and how long the 
skin is left in contact with the 
wine, rose can range in appear- 
ance from pale, nearly translu- 
cent pink to salmon to a deep, 
nearly red color. “There is still 
a segment of the population 
that I consider to be wine racist 
and just won’t try pink wine,” 
Einhorn said. “But when you 
have the opportunity to show 
someone what the differences 
are and the range, people are 
so much more open to it.” The 
color of the wine does have im- 
plications for its flavor, accord- 
ing to Diana Hawkins, somme- 
lier at The Promontory opening 
later this summer in Hyde Park. 
“Pinot noir {grapes] will be a 
light rose and then something 
like a cabernet franc would have 
a bit heavier mouth feel and also 
be robust in terms of flavor,” 
Hawkins said. “It’s more hitting 
you in the face rather than tap- 
ping you on the shoulder.” 


TRUE. 

Rose pairs well 
with food 

“From a pairing perspective, 
roses tend to do well with fish 
dishes, with some chicken 
dishes or something like pork,” 
Hawkins said. “With foods that 
are too rich for a white but too 
delicate for a full-blown red, ro- 
ses can be right in the middle.” 
Red wine grapes help provide 
structure to roses without the 
overpowering tannins, Irwin 
said. “We have this cheesy garlic 
bread with short ribs {on the 
menu]. I think rose is perfect 
with it. A red wine would 
overpower it and a white wine 
wouldn’t hold up to it. The rose 
is that perfect middle ground.” 
The high acidity of rose also en- 
courages your mouth to salivate, 
which translates to a feeling 
of refreshment that leaves you 
ready for another bite.

MYTH. 

Rose isn’t for guys 

Deciding what to order based 
on your gender is silly on prin- 
ciple. But if you’re still worried 
that sipping a glass of rose seems 
delicate, that preconception is 
long gone. “I think we’ve lost 
that stigma,” Hawkins said. 
Irwin agrees. “I’ve seen many a 
table of men drinking rose,” she 
said. “The same way it works 
with most food, it works with 
most people.” 


MYTH. 

Rose is just 
for summer 

Sure, warm weather is a great 
excuse to pop open the pink 
stuff, but don’t let convention 
keep you from drinking it into 
the fall and winter. “Definitely 
drink rose in the winter and 
fall. It’s just a good wine. I hate 
to see a wine be so seasonal,” 
Hawkins said. “You can enjoy 
salad year-round, just like you 
can enjoy rose year-round.”

Some wines improve with age, 
while others are meant to be 
consumed soon after bottling. 
“The misconception is that if 
it’s not made five minutes ago, 
the rose is no good,” Einhorn 
said. “That’s not true. I don’t 
think roses are made to last 
for decades, but they will last 
several years and some get 
better the second or third year.” 
If a menu doesn’t list a vintage, 
ask about it. “If you see a rose 
that’s like an ’09 or ’10, that’s 
when you should start to be 
afraid,” Hawkins said. 






BANG FOR YOUR BUCK Roses aren't French burgundies-you can find a good one for less than $15 at a wine shop or even a grocery store. “You can start with something as simple as 
rose from Vinho Verde in Portugal and it’s really moderately priced. There are tons in the $10 range.” Einhorn said. “There’s even a whole realm of French roses in that $10-$15 price point.”

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‘Man Finds Food* brings 
Adam Richman to Chicago

Adam Richman’s culinary realm is built on 
comfort food, sloppy sandwiches and extreme 
overeating, and that’s just how he wants it. 

“I don’t come at [food] from a chef-y stand- 
point,” said Richman, the host of “Man v. 
Food,” “Man v Food Nation” and “Fandemo- 
nium.” “I just want to help people find the 
food that everybody wants to eat.” 

Richman, 40, attempts to do just that in 
his newest Travel Channel show, “Man Finds 
Food,” premiering July 2 with back-to- 
back episodes, including one set in 
Chicago. The show follows Rich- 
man as he travels the country 
discovering “hidden” restaurants 
and tasting “secret” menu items 
in 13 cities, including Atlanta, 

New York, Honolulu and Mil- 
waukee. In each half-hour episode, 

Richman, who has a master’s degree 
from Yale University’s School of Drama, de- 
scends upon a given city and tastes four off- 
the-menu dishes at four locales. 

In Chicago, Richman tries ATavola’s Meat 
& Potatoes, a 3-pound rib-eye served with a 
heaping pile of gnocchi; Scofflaw’s Guapi- 
chosa, a colossal sandwich made with an in- 
ordinate number of ingredients; La Sirena 
Clandestina’s Size Me Up, a platter of chef- 
selected grilled meats; and the fried shrimp 
po’ boy at Phil’s Last Stand (now called Fatso’s 
Last Stand). 

We caught up with Richman over the 
phone to talk about his new show 

On “Man Finds Food,” you strike a balance 
between the goofy performance stuff and 


the dissemination of serious culinary infor- 
mation and opinions. 

I think one has to, right? I’m not out there 
cooking for orphans at the James Beard 
House and I’m not out there doing Shake- 
speare. There has to be a little bit of serving 
two masters to really make this work. 

Where did the idea for “Man Finds Food” 
come from? 

People tell me all the time that when they 
travel for work and they have some down- 
time, they see where I went on “Man v 
Food” and that tells them where to 
go. So I said what about the notion 
of looking at the hidden places, 
the off-the-menu stuff because 
everybody deserves to feel like a 
man. That’s basically the show, let’s 
find away to put the keys to the culi- 
nary kingdom in everybody’s hands and 
find the coolest secret, most hidden eats. 

How did you choose the locations in 
Chicago? 

We do this by committee. Internet searches, 
and I do know a few chefs in Chicago and a 
few restaurant owners and I will ask them 
questions here and there, but it generally 
comes down to paying attention to every 
food blog and every Instagram account and 
really trying to get a survey of the city Ideally, 
we end up with an embarrassment of riches 
so we can winnow them down. Also, you can’t 
just choose any four places. They all have 
to work together in the best context, and 
sometimes the secret aspect is not divergent 
enough to make for great TV

Pop music still lacks 
a gay breakout star

Frank Ocean made a bold, career-defining de- 
cision ahead of his 2012 debut album. Before 
“Channel Orange” was released, the R&B 
singer silenced the growing speculation about 
his sexual orientation. 

“I don’t know what happens now, and that’s 
alrite,” he wrote. “I don’t have any secrets I 
need kept anymore.” What happened? He be- 
came a critic’s darling, scored a Grammy and 
topped numerous year-end lists. 

But nearly two years later, it’s worth asking, 
have the music industry and audiences grown 
any more comfortable with gay culture? 

Although the film and TV worlds have in- 
creased their number of LGBT stories, there 
is still no openly gay pop star ruling the charts 
and driving the conversation the way Be- 
yonce, Kanye West, Katy Perry, Rihanna and 
Justin Timberlake do. 

The openly gay British soul singer Sam Smith 


may be narrowing that gap with his recent chart 
success, but the landscape of mainstream music 
is far behind other major entertainment medi- 
ums when it comes to gay issues. 

Not that there aren’t visibly out perform- 
ers: From Ricky Martin to Adam Lambert to 
Scissor Sisters to Tegan and Sara to Dave Koz 
to Gossip, they are making music in various 
genres. But name another openly gay per- 
former who has managed to reach the same 
heights, or influence, and maintained the 
same cultural relevance as Elton John. 

The lack of gay superstars in pop is espe- 
cially odd considering how much of today’s 
music finds inspiration from gay culture. But 
the tide appears to, finally, be changing. 

‘American Idol,” which has been around 
for a dozen years, only recently had its first 
openly gay contestant when M.K. Nobilette 
competed last season. 

But Sam Smith seems poised to narrow the 



gap even further. 

Since he exploded on U.K. radio with hit 
collaborations “Latch” and “La La La,” all 
eyes have been on the baby-faced singer with 
stunning vocals and a knack for gorgeous, 
emotional balladry His single “Stay With Me” 
has cracked the Top 10 on Billboard’s Hot 
100, and his highly anticipated debut, “In the 
Lonely Hour,” is expected to make a major 
splash on the charts next week. 

“In the Lonely Hour” bursts with pains- 
taking honesty and rawness that pack more 
emotional wallop than anything currently on 


radio. Even more? The album is dedicated to 
Smith’s unrequited love for another man. 

“Set my midnight sorrow free, I will give 
you all of me Just leave your lover, leave him 
for me,” he yearns on “Leave Your Lover.” 

Predictably, the song’s lyrics and music vid- 
eo have ignited rampant media speculation. 
Like Ocean, he kept his response low-key, say- 
ing recently that the album is “about a guy, and 
that’s what I wanted people to know — I want 
to be clear that that’s what it’s about.” 

Maybe one day these moments won’t feel 
so groundbreaking.

Melissa McCarthy 
recalls 'decade of tears’

Melissa McCarthy recalls a time when she 
wanted to conform to certain standards of 
beauty, but looking back, she thinks that girl 
was an “idiot.” 

“In my 20s, I used to cry about why I wasn’t 
thinner or prettier, but I want to add that I 
also used to cry about things like: ‘I wish my 
hair would grow faster. I wish I had different 
shoes,’ ” she said in an interview with People, 
which will feature her on its upcoming cover. 
“I was an idiot. ... It’s a decade of tears.” 

Despite criticism about her size and her 
acting, the 43-year-old “Tammy” star said she 
never felt the need to change. 

“I’ve always thought, ‘If you want some- 
body different, pick somebody else.’ But sure, 
criticism can sometimes still get to me. Some 
things are so malicious, they knock the wind 
out of you.” 

Case in point: a certain debacle with film 
critic Rex Reed, who gave her a weight- 
lashing last year in his review of the box- 
office-busting “Identity Thief,” calling her 
“cacophonous,” “tractor-sized” and a “hippo.”

“Saturday Night Live” or whipping Sandra 
Bullock’s straight-laced character into shape 
in “The Heat,” the Emmy-winning “Mike 
& Molly” star will do “almost anything for a 
laugh,” she said.

Google sets sights on 
TVs, cars and watches

Google’s Android software is coming to cars, 
televisions and watches this year as the Inter- 
net search giant races against Apple and other 
tech companies to extend its business into a 
rapidly broadening field of Internet-connect- 
ed devices. 

At its annual developers’ conference 
Wednesday, Google said the first cars running 
Android Auto software for navigation, music 
and messaging will hit showrooms later this 
year. Samsung and LG smartwatches running 
Android Wear, the version of Android tai- 
lored for wearable devices, went on sale later 
that day 

Google mentioned that more than 40 auto 
companies had signed on to its software- 
development alliance, but did not say which 
will build Android Auto into their cars this 
year. 

Executives demonstrated how Android TV, 
reviving Google’s foray into streaming video, 
aims to give viewers an easy interface to find 
and display content. The TV version of An- 
droid comes four years after Google’s first ef- 
fort to enter the living room, via Google TV, 
failed to catch on with consumers. 


“It’s a land grab,” said Sameet Sinha, an 
analyst with investment bank B. Riley & Co. 
“The person who gets a platform which con- 
trols the devices could be the dominant oper- 
ating system, not of just devices; it could be 
the operating system of your home. 

“New platforms offer new opportunities 
for hardware sales, advertising sales, e-com- 
merce sales, all of these.” 

Free Android software is used in more than 
three out of every four smartphones sold 
globally, a valuable entry point for consumers 
to access its money-making online services 
such as Web search and maps. 

Among the events aimed at developers 
during the conference at San Francisco’s 
Moscone Center are sessions titled “Wear- 
able computing with Google” and “Build for 
the multi-device Web,” according to the offi- 
cial Google I/O website. 

There also will be sessions focused on 
Nest Labs, the maker of smart thermostats 
and other home appliances, which Google 
acquired for S3. 2 billion in January. On Mon- 
day, Nest said it would for the first time allow 
other companies to create apps that commu- 
nicate with its devices.

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Study: Your partner 
knows you’re faking it

Meg Ryan did it so convincingly— and hilari- 
ously— in “When Harry Met Sally” Cynthia 
Nixon pulled it off with panache in “Sex and 
the City” 

But should you try “faking it” at home? 

The answer suggested by a recent study: If 
you’re trying to convince your partner that his 
or her sexual performance is more satisfying 
than it actually is, you may be wasting your 
dramatic talents. 

Researchers at the University of Waterloo 
in Ontario asked 84 committed heterosexual 
couples to answer questionnaires about both 
their own levels of sexual satisfaction and that 
of their partners. When they compared self- 
reports of satisfaction with partners’ percep- 
tions, they were a little surprised to find that, 
on average, both sexes were fairly good at 
gauging their partners’ enjoyment. 

“The results don’t necessarily speak to ‘fak- 
ing it’ per se, in terms of faking orgasm,” said 
lead author Erin Fallis, a doctoral student in 
the department of psychology’s clinical divi- 
sion. “But they do help us understand how 
well people do at gauging: Is their partner 
generally fairly satisfied with their sexual rela- 
tionship— or maybe not so satisfied with that 
sexual relationship?” 

The study found that people who reported 
better sexual communication with their part- 
ners had more accurate perceptions of their 
partners’ satisfaction. But even when that 
communication was poor, those with good 
emotional recognition fared better in gauging 
their partners’ satisfaction. 

Earlier research had suggested that people 
overestimate partners’ satisfaction. Fallis 
and her co-authors cite a study reported in 


the 1994 book “The Social Organization of 
Sexuality,” in which 28.6 percent of women 
reported always experiencing orgasm with 
their primary partners, but 43.5 percent of 
men reported that their primary partners al- 
ways experienced orgasm with them. Among 
the possible explanations for the discrepancy: 
Men might be misinterpreting their partners’ 
sexual cues, they might be over-reporting a 
desirable outcome or the women might be 
successfully faking orgasm. 

A British study, published in the Journal of 
Sex and Marital Therapy in 2000, found that 

69.9 percent of men reported themselves sexu- 
ally satisfied, while 78.2 percent of women re- 
ported their partners were sexually satisfied. 
Men were better at reading their partners: 

82.9 percent of men reported their partners 
were sexually satisfied, while 79.5 percent of 
women said they actually were sexually satisfied. 

Those studies looked at individuals, rather 
than couples, and the first looked at orgasm, 
rather than the broader concept of sexual sat- 
isfaction. 

The next question for the authors: “Does 
an accurate perception of your partner’s sex- 
ual satisfaction bode well for your sex life?” 
They’re doing follow-up research in which 
they are looking at how the couples in their 
study fared in the bedroom. 

“Couples tend to have a sexual script; we 
tend to develop patterns and routines with 
our sexual partners, especially in long-term re- 
lationships,” Fallis said. “What we’re predict- 
ing is that having those accurate and unbiased 
perceptions of your partner’s satisfaction will 
help you make decisions about whether you 
might want to try something new, or maybe 
stick with your current sexual routine.”
